rn CST) was IOO, b u t 
that it was feared the d eath toll 
throughout

Valley 
Would reach 1.000. 
Authorities said that al least EKH) 
bodies still lay trapp ed in th e sm ok­ 
ing ruins of this city, IOO m iles 
southwest of Algiers. 
U ncounted thousands w ere in ju r­ 
ed, many with fractured skulls. 
Algiers Escapes Disaster 
The earth q u ak e travelled e a st­ 
ward toppling h o u s e s only six m iles 
from Algiers, but the capital itself 
was not dam aged 
The first and worst shock of th e 
earthquake hit at I a rn 
(6 p. rn. 
CST W ednesday) and lasted 12 sec­ 
onds 
It razed at least half the 
buildings in tin* city and dam ag ed 
villages, towns and farm s IOO miles 
away through the C heliff valley. 
All available doctors, police and 
troops 
in 
Algeria,

from France, w ere rushed by plane 
to Orleansville and the Cheliff area. 
A 4d bed field hospital set up 
amid the ruins of th e city proved 
inadequate.

Tile School Problem 


Bv B R I C E BIOSS AT 
By I960, little more than five 
years front now. it 
is expected 
there will be some 8.000,000 more 
students in American schools *han 
are currently attending 
Somehow, 
provision must be made to bouse 
and teach this tremendous influx. 
The problem is not a distant one, 
as everyone knows who has been 
watching school trends. 
For in­ 
stance, this very fall there will he 
1.692.000 more elementary pupils, 
219.000 more high school and 89,000 
more college students 
Dr. Samuel Brownell, U. S. Com­ 
missioner of Education, says the 
country will have to triple its pres­ 
ent rate of school construction to 
keep pace with the need. 
And yet 
the building of schools in the past 
two years has been at the highest 
rate in the country’s history 


As for teachers, right now thole 
Is a minimum need for 118,000 cie 
mentary school instructors to take 
care of mounting enrollment and 
to replace 
teachers 
leaving 
tin* 
field. 
Only about 45,000 qualified 
teacher graduates are apparently 
available, so the shortage will he* 
73,000. 
As the great wave of new pupils 
moves up into high school and col­ 
lege years, the pressure for rn.my 
more teachers will be felt more 
acutely in those brackets, too. 
Congress addressed itself to this 
problem during the session just 
closed, and many lawmakers agi­ 
tated for speedy action 
But Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower and his key aides 
succeeded in blocking current en­ 
actment of aid to education legisla­ 
tion. 
The 
President 
opposed 
action 
not because lie believes the prob­ 
lem exaggerated but because he 
wants it studied more thoroughly. 
Consequently, he has now launched 
perhaps the most comprehensive 
inquiry into American schools ever 
undertaken 
He is seeking the best 
cure he can find for a dilemma that 
has become painfully chronic. 
*

Mr. Eisenhower wants all the gov­ 
ernors to call state conferences of 
citizens and educators to appraise 
the situation. 
Then he wishes to 
call a White House conference to 
pull findings and recommendations 
together and shape a program. 
The big question, of course, is 
how much of the load can he man 
aged by the states and cities. 
The 
President is an advocate of state 
and local self help wherever it is 
feasible. 
But many lawmakers and 
others believe federal assistance is 
essential. 
If that is so. then the 
next question w hich must he settled 
is how this aid can be managed 
without getting into federal dicta­ 
tion over education. 
Certainly the answers to these 
questions cannot be long delayed 
Nor can governmental economy be 
used as an excuse for doing noth­ 
ing 
At stake is the effective prep­ 
aration of millions oi young A m er­ 
icans for life in a difficult, troubled 
world.

down Saturday evening to sundown 
Sunday night. Consequently, wom­ 
en weren ot permitted to knit at 
the Saturday night church service 
but could knit on Sunday night at 
church.

in 1818 as a free state the slaves 
were freed. One of the first color­ 
ed land owners was Susanna M ar­ 
tin, a great-grandmother of Mrs.

from Virginia by her master She 
was freed and land was purchased 
for her.

Mr. Marvel’s great-great grandfa­ 
th er’s wife was the sister of the 
Clark brothers, George Rogers and 
William. The nam e George Rogers 
has been given to several in the 
Marvel family.

Col. George Rog­ 
ers Marvel Dought out Henry Yost 
He was a veterinarian and .served 
in the Civil War in the same regi­ 
ment with General Logan.

Maxwell, Nashville; Harry B. Her­ 
shey, 
Taylorville; 
and 
Ray I. 
Klingbiel, East Moline. 
Klingbiel 
was 
elected 
to the

Maxwell and Hershey took office 
in 
1951 with Bristow, 
but since 
Bristow took his oath of office a 
few minutes before they did, he is 
their senior. 
Bristow 
is a

He was elected 
a circuit 
judge in 1927 
and

je c te d every six years until 
he

As chief justice, he will succeed

Della Spencer, a daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. Robert Bowman and a cousin, 
Mrs. Mary Blue Snedden, came to 
Harrisburg to attend the Baker 
family reunion at Brushy, which 
was held on Sunday, August 8. 
She said that the harvest of IOO 
acres of cotton, 22 acres of canta­ 
loupe, and of several acres of corn 
and barley depends upon the func­ 
tioning of the pump to irrigate the 
crops. 
Heretofore the land has 
been irrigated from Elephant Butte 
dam, water behind which has di­ 
minished to six inches, whereas 
two and one half feet are required 
to make a crop, Mrs. Bowman said.

United States. 
In 1959 young Frank was accom­ 
panied by his father to Woodward, 
Okla., to purchase a new plane for 
his transport business, and en route 
home in the new plane they flew 
into a blinding snowstorm, during 
which they crashed into the side of 
a mountain and both were killed. 
The children of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bowman attended New Mexico’s A. 
and M. College. 
Two surviving 
sons, Charles and Robert, are farm­ 
ers in the Rio Grande valley, Rob­ 
ert at Berno and Charles at La-1 
Mesa, which is also the home of a 
daughter. Mrs. Charles Edmonds. I 
Mrs 
Hugh Whitfield, the other 
daughter, is the wife of a truck 
transportation owner and lives at 
Las Cruces. 
Both girls are grad­ 
uate home economists. 
With her sister. Della, as com­ 
panion at Riverside farm, and her 
four children and ten grandchil­ 
dren living nearby, and in the same 
area of the Valley another sister, 
whose husband. W. E. Hutchinson 
is the brother of Mrs. Mima Wool-
